NC QSO Party

All the planning and preparation is about to 
be tested—the NC QSO Party is upon us! I hope 
everyone has set aside Sunday, February 24, 
2013, to get on the air and represent North 
Carolina in fine style. 

RARS is the official sponsor of NCQP, 
which is an on-air event. Everyone outside N.C. 
works only stations in our state to accumulate 
points with the hope of winning a plaque or 
certificate. This is done by achieving 
the most combinations of QSOs and 
different counties. At the same time, 
stations within North Carolina try to 
work everyone with the same goal in 
mind, except N.C. stations also have 
states and provinces to count as 
multipliers in addition to our 100 
counties. You can choose to do it using Phone, 
CW, or both. Everyone who participates must 
limit their power to 150 watts or less, with 
additional awards being offered to stations who 
operate QRP (5 watts or less). 

There are some exciting sidebar activities for 
everyone to try. First, the museum battleship USS 
North Carolina (BB-55), a ship with rich history 
and many decorated campaigns, will be on the air 
from its portage in Wilmington. I am told they 
will be using the original WWII radios and 
antennas in the ship’s radio room. Their call is 
NI4BK. Wouldn’t that be an exciting one to put 
in your log! And, you get 50 extra bonus points 
for working them. Also, our own W4DW club 
call will be activated to provide an additional 50 
points for everyone who works them also. 

Be on the lookout for stations in Dare and 
Cherokee counties, there are bonus points for 
working those stations as well. 

You can choose to different ways to operate, 
depending on your contesting experience and 
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desire. If you have a few Field Days under you 
belt and like that style of operating, go out as an 
expedition and work ’em from the great outdoors. 
If you have a station set up at home, by all means 
spend a leisurely Sunday afternoon handing out 
your county to all that call. For those who have 
mobile capability, pack a picnic and drive to some 
lesser populated county and work mobile—it’s a 
blast! That’s what I’m going to be doing, by the 
way. 

If you are new to this whole thing, consider 
joining a club operation. There will be others 
present with a wide range of experience from 
which to learn. Some will be like you, brand new, 
so you won’t be alone. Some will be seasoned 

veterans ready to pass on their 
knowledge and experience. And you'll 
get to operate a very low-key contest 
with plenty of help right at your 
disposal. Joe White, WA4GIR, will be 
heading up the RARS club station for 
those interested at the entry level. It’s 
going to be held at Joe’s house, so 
contact him if you are interested in that. 

For these few weeks remaining until the 
actual event takes place there are a couple of 
things you can do to prepare. First, go to the 
website www.ncqsoparty.org, or just use the link 
on the left hand side of the RARS home page. 
Once there, join the NCQP reflector. The 
instructions and link to that are right on the home 
page. Next, read the rules. There is a plethora of 
information on what frequency to use, modes, 
what to say, what to log, how to enter, much more 
than there is space here to elaborate on. If you 
have a question, post it to the NCQP reflector. 
There are many there ready and willing to help, 
many having multiple years of NCQP experience 
ready to share. Lastly, of course, get on the air 
Feb 24! 

When the QSO party is all over, send in your 
log. If you made five QSOs or 500, it doesn’t 
matter. Each and every log is important. We have 
done our very best to make that process as 
painless as possible. You can do everything right 
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at the website. Of course, you can still e-mail it 
to us, or send in your paper log. 

If all you have is the paper log, don't be shy 
about sending it to us, we'd rather have it 
electronically, but if that's what you have, send it! 
Be sure to fill out the summary sheet available on 
the web site and include it in the snail mail so 
we'll know how to categorize it. Everything is 
due by April 1, 2013. 

It has been great fun for me and the 
committee putting this in place for all to enjoy. 
Take a moment and look at the bios of the 
committee members there on the web page. 
These are top-notch individuals, all dedicated to 
doing the most excellent job they can for our club 
and our hobby. There is not a finer group to be 
had, and it’s my pleasure to be a part of it! 

Let’s warm up those transistor junctions in 
your radio, get on the air, and have fun! See you 
in the pile-ups!

Call to order (Karl W4CHX): Karl W4CHX called the meeting to order at 7:00 p.m. 


Approval of minutes (Karl W4CHX): After discussion, the Minutes of the October 16, 2012 
meeting of the RARS Board were approved. 


Vice President’s report (CJ NC4CJ): Based on recent email communications, it was reported 
that a speaker has not been scheduled for the January, 2013 general membership meeting. 


Treasurer’s report (Greg KE4PAX): Greg KE4PAX reported that RARS currently has 283 
members.

Public Information Officer (Chuck W3WZN): Chuck W3WZN reported that eight or 
nine press releases were provided to the local press during 2012. Chuck W3WZN is 
working with the new RARS Public Information Officer, Ken Rudder, WA4JJW, to 
“hand-off” duties. Karl W4CHX thanked Chuck W3WZN for his work over the past 
year and noted that he is the new ARRL State Government Liaison for the NC Section.

FM Repeater Chair (Karl W4CHX): Karl W4CHX provided an update on the 
installation of the 145.13 repeater at the RTP tower site, and the replacement of the 
building at the Bayleaf tower site. Briefly, the 145.13 repeater and duplexer have been 
repaired by Danny K4ITL. They will be installed in a rack and transported to the RTP 
repeater site for the remaining installation steps. Cliff W4FT is working on obtaining 
permits for replacing the building at the Bayleaf repeater site.

n. W4DW/W4RNC Trustee (Jeff AC4ZO): No report 


o. RARS VE Coordinators (Joe WA4GIR and Liz KO4CK): No report. Karl W4CHX 
reported that the RARS VE Team conducted examinations at JARSfest on November 18, 
2012. During related discussions, a New Business item was introduced as this time (see 
below). 


p. RARS Webmaster (Hank K4HM): Hank K4HM discussed what is being done about 
spam that tries to infiltrate our web site. 


q. North Carolina QSO Party (Marty W4MY): Marty W4MY provided an update on the 
upcoming NC QSO Party, including: 


i. W4DW will be the call sign for the club stations. 

ii. The web page is operational. 

iii. The rules will be finalized in December. 

iv. The log interface is being developed and is on schedule. 

v. Award sponsors from previous years are being given a chance to renew their 
sponsorship. 

vi. Marty W4MY visited a recent meeting of the Azalea Coast ARC to present a 
plaque for activating the USS North Carolina. 

vii. Marc W4MPS is “holding out” sponsorship opportunities for 2 awards, which 
are being offered to RARS first, ie, RARS has “first right of refusal” to sponsor 
these awards. Bob W4TTX made the motion that we sponsor both awards at a 
cost of $90.00. The motion was seconded and passed.

7. Old business: 


Insurance coverage for RARS (Greg KE4PAX): Greg KE4PAX needs values for the 
new repeater equipment being installed. Don WA4AVU will provide the serial numbers 
and values of the RARS-owned APRS equipment. 


8. New business and Board Members comments: 


a. Complimentary RARS membership for successful examinees following RARS VE 
testing (Chuck W3WZN): During discussions of VE testing earlier in the Board 
meeting, the question was asked, “Should we consider a way for new hams to become 
familiar with RARS and what we are about?” Chuck W3WZN suggested that we 
consider providing a free, one-year RARS membership to any individual being 
examined by our VE team for the first time if they receive a new license or upgrade. The 
suggestion received favorable comments, but was tabled for future discussions. 


b. Expenses for snacks at meetings: Board members expressed concern that the cost of 
snacks at the general meetings is growing monthly. It was suggested that limiting the 
amount of food and drink provided to what the donations will cover needs to be done. 
Karl W4CHX will speak with the new Food Service Chair, Joanne Mars, AK4RJ about 
the concerns. 


c. Youth involvement in amateur radio: Karl W4CHX discussed ways we might 
consider getting youth more involved in amateur radio, including sponsoring, along with 
other local clubs, a separate club or organization for young amateur radio operators.
